Howe Is Safe-Lord 
Lothian Great Loss- 
Italians in Retreat 


Canada had a nervous few 
days over the week-end, when 
the “Western Prince” an armed 
merchantman enroute to Brit¬ 
ain and carrying Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Munitions 
amcT Supplies in the Canadian 
cabinet and his party to Eng¬ 
land on official busine-s* was 
torpedoed off the Irish Coast 
and first reports said it wa* fear 
ed the lion. Mr. llowe wa* a 
mong the missing. Confirmed 
reports later on said he was 
safe, but that one merr-V-i i-i 
the official party was drowned 
wiliien one of the life boat* cap¬ 
sized. Mr. Howe has been a 
very hard working minister an 1 
lias things well organized in his 
department and his loss at this 
prticular time would have been 
a serious bio wto Canada. 

The British Empire mounred 
tlie deatli over the week-end of 
Lord Lothian, British Amhassad 
or to the United States and a 
man who had aided greatly in 
cementing the friendship be¬ 
tween United States and Brit¬ 
ain and who had also assisted 
materially in seeding up tan¬ 
gible aid from the States to 
Britain. Funeral services were 
held in Washington Sunday, 
and for the time being bis 
ashes will rest with other dig- 
nataries in a tomb in the Un¬ 
ited States. Eventually it is ex¬ 
pected they will be returned to 
Britain for interment.

ply bases have been captured 
by the hard hitting Greeks in 
many places, thousands have 
been taken prisoner, and one 
report stated that wounded 
were lying on wharves by th i 
thousands waiting for a ship to 
Ui! c them to Italy and medical 
attention. The Greeks have 
found the Albanians ready to 
welcome and assist them as 
fast as the Fascist troops have 
been driven back. 

When the British lion started 
growling in Egypt the growl 
was backed up by such magnif¬ 
icent organization and sureness 
in operation, that it lias been a 
hteady retreat for I’ascist tro¬ 
ops out of Egypt into Libya and 
now almost out of Libya, as the 
British force 8 drive on uncheck 
ed. Assisted bv the R.A.F., the 
Fleet Ail Arm and the guns 
ol the warships in harbori along 
tlie coast, British and Austral¬ 
ian troops have had the Ital¬ 
ians on the run and have not 
given them time to dig in er 
reinforce their ranks for any 
effective stand. Latest reports 
say they are still in full retreat. 
Coupled with this is a revolt 
agansl Italian power in Et'h-.ipia 
and it begins to look as though 
Mussolini’s headache wa. just 
starting. , , 

Lord Beaverbrook has warned 
that an attempted invasion of 
Britain is scheduled for Feb¬ 
ruary and ha* warned England 
to be ready. We believe she wJl. 
and that she will welcome an 
opportunity to meet and repulse 
this attempt and come to grips 
with the enemy where her ’*et- 
emination can be fully (1-jmoi 1 
strated and possibly an earlier 
fini H brought to the war.
